Russia Must Import 
Cotton and Wool Soon 


Textile Industries Are Now in Almost 
Hopeless Condition 

If the Russian. people are to con- 

tinue to be clothed, important imports : 


of cotton and woolen cloth will be! 


necessary this year. 

Russia’s cotton and woolen textile 
industries are in a well-nigh telpless 
condition, both from the point of view 
of raw materials and the possibility 
of'factory production. Tue prospects 
for flax, hemp and silk are somewhat 
better, 

Before the war Russia stood fourth 
among nations as-a cloth manufactur- 
er, and manufactured five-sixths of all 
the cloths her people wore. The pres- 
ent crippling of her cloth factories 
comes partly from the fact that she 
has lost Poland and the Baltic proy- 
nices where there were two or three 
great factory centres. The third was 
‘in Moscow, especially for coarse 
cloths such as t..dt used by her army. 

The cotton cloth producéd in 1920 
was about 33,000,000 pounds and in 
the first half of 1921 about 25,000,000 
pounds. In 1916, Russia’s cotton 
cloth amounted to about 70,000,000 
pounds, ve 
The cotton cloth manufacturers for 
this year’s programme forecast the 
weaving of ‘about 10,000,000 pounds of 
raw.cotton. This estimate involves 


obtaining raw cotton from Turkestan ! 


and a little from the Causasus;> but 
it is stated that the irrigation system 
of Turkestan’s cotton flelds has been 
ruined and a number of cotton clean- 
ing factories there have been demol- 
ished. Also there is a shortage of 
cotton seed. y 

The task of obtaining the cotton 
has been placed in the hands of Adolf 
A. Joffe, the Soviet’s chief representa- 
tive in Turkestan.

PREPARATION OF 
THE SEED BED 


The question of the preparation 
of the seed: bed before the grain 
is sown,- particularly the treat- 
ment to. be given summer-fallow 
ed ground before seeding, is one 
which is of great importance to 
the farmers of Western Canada at 
the present time: 

The experience of the past four 
years with the high winds in May 
and June and resultant damage 
from soil drifting has reSulted in 
discrediting, to a large extent, 
methods which had previously 
been used extensively, 

The action’ 
winter winds on the surface of the 
summmer-fallows results in a break 
ing up of the surface of the 


ticles and leaves it in ideal condi- 
tion for wind damage which is 
devinced in the amount of soil 
which has drifted from the’ sur- 
face of the summer-fallows this 
past winter in districts where the 
snowfall has been light. 

The using of the disc ‘harrow 
and smoothing harrow @n such 
land before seeding tends to ac- 
centuate rather than remedy this 
condition. Both these imple- 
ments tends,to make the soil fine 
and, for this reason, their use 
should be largely avoided in the 
preparation of the seed bed in 
the . case of suummer-fallowed 
ground,

The preparation of sitable 
ground for crop is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter and as there is al-|- 
most invariably — sufficient roots 
and stubble present in the soil to 
prevent drifting it may treat- 
ed much’ pieey tk from the fal- 
low, 

The main consideration. is to: 
secure a good, firm, mellow seed 
bed, and with this object in view 


the treatment to be recommeded 


where oats ot barley are to be 
seeded is to plough the stubble as 


eatly as possible in spring. 


After ploughing, work the 
ground into a mellow condition 
with either the cultivator or the 
dist. — Both implements may be 
used to advantage where the disc 
tends to make thé soil too fine. 

The use of the smoothing har- 
row as a cultivating implement 
can not be:recommended at seed- 
ing time. Its. only value is the - 
drill can’ work properly and place 
the seed at a uniform depth. 

The use of the packer, either 
before. or. after drill, has not

It should be the duty o 
each householder to insist that his premises are kept clean and 
sanitary at all times- not only as a matter of economy and civic 
pride, but what is of infinitely more importance—the health anc 
comfort of all. 3

Again, those whbd preach this false. doctrine lose sight of the ‘fact that 
mankind can get‘along without an amazingly large number of things if cir- 
cumstaneées* force them to do so. “The experiences of the war should have 
: been sufficient to thoroughly convince all people’ of this fact. 
: Last year the coal miners in Great Britain sought to dictate to the whole, 
nation, and in tying up the coal mining industry they not only inflicted enor- 
mous losses on themselves, but dealt a blow at Britain’s position as a great 
coal“exporting country from which it has not yet recovered, Valuable prop- 
erties were so seriously damaged that even yet they have not been restored 
to their old-time producing capacity, and fewer men are employed| ;

Backward children are not always, 
perhaps not often, backward because 
of either mental deficiency or: sloth- 


fulness, says the’ U.S. Public Health |: 


Service. Many of them ‘are back- 
ward solely because of such ordinary 
and easily remediable defects aS ade- 
noids, near-sightedness, or bad teeth. 

A case in point. was recently report- 
ed by the oficial representative of the 
Public Health Service in the eighth 
sanitary district. of. Vermopt, in which 
the service is co- operating in a rural 
health work project. 

Medical inspection of one of the 
graded schools in ber, 1919, show- 


to instruct in. a special room sixteen 
pupils who had seemed. to be unable 
to keep .up with their respective 
Physical examination show- 
ed. that each of the sixteen had some 
serious: hampering physical defect 
(chiefly enlarged tonsils, adenoids, or 
defective hearing or eyesight) which, 
rather than any mental handicap, was 
the probable cause of theif inability. 

Through the co-operation of the 
school directors,. the facts were 
brought to the attention of the parents 
or guardians of the children and all 
were set nent before the énd of the 
year.
